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PROGRESS IN TRANSPORTATION. 

A single engine of the giant “H5” 
class, on the Pennsylvania road, re- 
(Tiitly hauled the largest freight train 
In the history of railroads. It was 
made of 130 cars of coal and was 3.887 
feet In length. The total weight of 
the train behind the tender of the en¬ 
gine was 5,212 tons. The engine 
weighs 118 tons and will haul nearly 
twice the weight that' the ordinary 
freight engine Is capable of pulling. 

The advent of such powerful locomo 
tlves Is creating something like con¬ 
sternation among railway employes. 
With engines hauling such enormous 
loads It Is expected that half the pre.s- 
ent train crews will he reduced lo 
Idleness. It is estlmateil that twenty 
of these new engines will easily do tlie 
work which It now takes thirty-three 
engines to do. This would menu that 
twenty-six engineers and the same 
number of firemen would find them¬ 
selves out of .work. 

THE ISSUE IN CHICAGO. 

The issue of the campaign in Chicago 
between the Democratic and Repnbli- 
cau parties has been in doubt, nobody 
s.H.-mIng to be able or willing to define 
It. There were hints that the war 
would supply It, but this was quickly 
overshadowed by what seemed des¬ 
tined for a time to hold public'attention 
and engage the energies of the mighty 
men of the two camps. The war was 
permitted to withdraw itself and in it.s 
utenil came to the front the momentous 
question whether two dollars a shave 
w.as an excessive, charge for a state 
barber to the governor of Illinois. It 
looked seriously for a time as if the 
Issue would be fought over Tanner’s 
Jaw. A day and a night passed and 
ilicn all doubt was removed and the 
issue clearly understood. It Is to be 
“Beef for Ballots!” 

In conneetiou with the peace Jubilee 
there Is to be a great harliecue, to feed 
the hungry'million. The original plan 
was for a select banquet at the Audi 
torliim; but, true to the great Ameri¬ 
can instinct, the more Democratic Idea 
of a gowl old-foshlo'netl harliecue pre¬ 
vailed, and a bnrbeene It is to be, with 
beef, bread (and beer?) for Iwllots. 

Prepare for the giyut poUtical feast! 
Voters only alloweil-'to eat! This beef 
goes for ballots!

(NOW WHEN THEY ARE WELL 
OFF. 

Of all the queer things developed by 
the war, none are so Interesting and 
edifying to the sociologist as the fact 
reported from Washington that the 
men In the navy are unwilling to be 
discharged. They want to be retalnwl 
In the service. This must be partic¬ 
ularly gratifying to every patriotic cit¬ 
izen who has read accounts of the 
anxiety of soldiers to get out of the 
army, oWing to bad treatment and ihe 
wretched economic conditions of camp 
life. The men In the naval branch of 
the service, on the contrary, are bring¬ 
ing strong Influence to bear to have 
their terms of service extended. 

What is the meaning of this? It is 
p.xplnined by the men themselves. 
They say. “We are well housed, well 
fed and well clothed, and for this rea¬ 
son don't want to leave the service.’’ 
An economic reason, yon see, pure and 
simple. And who shall tdame them? 
The main struggle of life is for food, 
raiment and shelter. The industrial 
arena In which the struggle goes on 
is toterer crowded with human beings 
flerc^ competing for the essentials of 
life. And the sailor boys know. it 
They bare struggled themsdres. If 
they bad not, would they care, to re¬ 


tain the Jobs in the navy that Insures 
them food, raiment and shelter? 

Can you think? 

SOCIALISM AND RELIGION. 

Soeinlism is an eeoiiomle s.vstein only, 
and as such has no eouneetion with 
any religious or Irreligious c-reed or 
idea. It fully recognizes the prlm-liile 
that religion is a matter for each lu- 
(lividuars private Judgment, and nev¬ 
er iuqiiin>s into anyone’s reiigiotis lie- 
11. f. 1 

Soi-lallsm proposes merely to sulisti- 
tute organized society—that Is, a re- 
generat.^ democratic state for the 
eiipitalist. as the owner of the land 
and the machinery of production and 
distribution, and the urgaiiizer of la¬ 
bor. and to carry on prndiietion for 
the use of all Instead of for the profit 
of the few. Socialism Ixdng, therefore, 
only an economic affair, does not con¬ 
cern Itself with r.'llgion. any more than 
does free trade or protection, or the 
gold standard, or free silver. 111 to. 1, 
or any other ei'onomlc system. It has 
no more religious or irreligious ehar- 
aeter than has the luultipileatlou table 
or conic seetloiis. 

There Is. however. In Socialism noth¬ 
ing which is hostile to any kind of 
religious creed, and especially Is there 
In It nothing eoutrary to the teachings 
of Jesus Christ, ns told in the Cosp.ds. 
Soeinlism advocates equality of op|s>r- 
lunlty for ail to work, and would guar¬ 
antee to eiieh the full product of liU 
toll. It would lake care of .voting and 
old. and assure to women economU- 
(Hiuallty with men. It Is. therefor.-, 
eiilir.-ly in accord with the principles 
of Christ, and Is. in fact, ills |l■aell- 
liigs npplie.1 to lu.lustrinl affairs. 

But the eiipitalist to-dn.v d.imiuali*s, 
the.chiireb ns ho domiiintes Industry. 
It is he wli.s for the most part pays 
the salary of the religious' nilnlst.-r. 
and the mini.ster. b.-lng eoononiii-ally 
di'peiidont uimii Ihe x capitalist, is 
ohilged to take Ills prineipl.-s from tlie 
man who ]«ays his salary. The result 
Is that the religion that is preached to¬ 
day fs a heurtl.'SH, cruel, and, withal, 
rUliculous formalism, as far remov.-.l 
ns possible from the humane niul gentle 
teachings of Christ. This formalism 
has wholl.v nbaiiilon.Ml the nncieiit ten¬ 
ets of Christiaiiit.v. tlint nil men ar.- 
brother, and slioul.I treat each oth.-r 
as such, the rich sharing freel.v. nu.l 
not gruilglngl.v. their property .-qually 
xvlth the iHHir. Its pT.-nehers totally 
ignore, or n-fliie nroun.1. tlu- eommnn.l 
which Christ gave to the rich young 
man; “Sell what thou hast and give 
It to the iHior, and com.- take up thy 
cross and follow me.” 

On the contrary, inmlern enpllnlistio 
r.'ligion has ndoptcl the false and 
cruel doetrlue of the survival of Ihe 
fittest, t.-nehiug that the strong must 
in the .-onrse of nature crush Ihe w.-nk. 
and that lo interpose lo prevent this 
rfsitlt by piiy adequate m.uins is lo 
fly In the face of providence. As com-, 
pciisatlon to the poor for their misery 
these capitalistic religionists t.-ll them 
that there are nmnsi.ms In the ski.-s 
for them, takingcare always, howev.-r, 
that the mansions on .uirtii are for 
the men who pay the snlnri.'s of the 
preachers. Tlie pulpits are to-.lay 
filled with the pliant tools of the enpi- 
talists, who. stealing the liv.-ry of 
h.'aven to serve the devil In. .Iiy ac¬ 
cusing Socialism of h<-ing Irn-llglous 
and immoral, endeavor to preju.llc.- 
thelr henrers against the efforts of the 
Socialists to bring to the rescue of the 
unemployed and underpaid masses tin- 
power of organized socU-ty to employ 
the xvorkers oo-operntlvely. so that 
they can support Ihemsidves. 

These cnpitalistie hirelings also hurl 
from thelr'pulplts denunciations of So- 
I'ialisls ns iH'ing nctuntwl'only by Ihe 
desire to supply the physical wants of 
men In this world, and as ignoring the 
command lo set their affections “on 
things above and not on things on this 
earth." But at the same time these 
hyiioorltes, xvlth Impudent Inconsisten¬ 
cy. indignantly denounce any effort to 
check the nccumulntlon by their mas¬ 
ters of enormous amounts of xveallh 
far lieyoud what enn ever Is? us.-d by 
them. 

Coxvards and traitors alike to C.sl 
and humanity, these false teachers 
“crucify their redeemer afresh and put 
him to an open shame.” They are the 
servants not of God, but of the devil, 
and should lie shunned os moral Iqfiers 
by All true Christians. 

Bat it is comforting to know that 
there are a few ministers of the flos- 
jiel who rise aliove their environment, 
and nobly l)cttle for the cause of the 
poor and downtrodden. These noble 
men do not hesitate to condemn the 
capitalist system, with all Its wrongs. 
Injustice and miseries, and advocate 
Boc'.alism as the only remedy. To these 
lie all praise. As Goldsmith wrote of 
the village parson, of thesi- shall he 
said that they are: 

“As MIDO tall cliff that llfta Its awful form. 
SwrIlR from the vale and midway leaves 
the storm; 

T'bni.Eh rolling clouds around Its breast nre 
spread. 

Eternal annablne setlles on Its brad."

It Is a 
xvork of great value as a record of 
some of tlie causes xvhleh have pro¬ 
duced the eeoiiomle ehauges of the 
past thirty .xears. Bead by n Socialist, 
it serves to eofiUrm his i-ouvletlons. 
Put into the hands of a iioii-Soeiallst 
Inx’estlgalor, It xvill undermine his 
eonllilenei! In a eoiitinuaucd of the 
eapitulistic system. From this work

War or peace, free trade or pro¬ 
tection, stable eurrvuey or unstable, 
old countries or uexx'—xvhalever local 
conditions have lHH.*n. none of the na¬ 
tions have escapiHl the calamity.

A theory or polity that alms to se¬ 
cure the reconstruction of society, In¬ 
crease of wealth, and a more equal 
distribution of tbe products of labor 
tlirough tbe public collective owner- 
sliip of land and capital (as dlstin- 
gulsbed from property) and the public 
collective management of all Indoa- 
tries. Its motto Is, “To everyone ac¬ 
cording to his deeda”—Standard Dic¬ 
tionary. 

Any theory of system of labor organ¬ 
ization which would abolish entirely, 
or In great part, tbe Indlvldnal effort 
and competition on which modarn ac- 
ciety resta, and snbatltnte co-opara- 
tiou; would introduce a more perfect 
and equal distribution of tbe products 
of labor, and would make land and 
capital, as the Instruments of prodne- 
tioD, the Joint poesesalon of tbe com¬ 
munity.—Century Dictionary.

lllutoo' renents ilHclf. That is Hit* 
torj's irmif. anil ii poor trndo it is. 
When my l(leal.ls realized. 1 hoi>e His¬ 
tory will strike out an original line for 
Itself. Till then 1 suppose we must 
lM> content with its more than clock- 
llke rcKularity in Rolng the same old 
round time after time. 

It api)ear8 from the numerous let¬ 
ters I have received In reference to my 
••Imis>rtant Dlscoverj" that the new 
idea has germinated in the minds of 
many others. I am not surprised at 
this, and am more than glad. It is 
■ terrible to be alone, and to know that 
you are in spiritual communion with 
even one other soul, however far away, 
is to f»H*l bniced up and encouragtHi to 
go on proiiagatlng the new principle, 
whatever the opimsltlon. 

As one of my correspondents ob¬ 
serves. "there Is no new thing under 
the sun.” Kven that proverb has an 
ancient and ttsh-likt! smell. And, al¬ 
though 1 was rather diffident in mak¬ 
ing public my ideas on the aliolltlon of 
AVork. I had a feeling that it was like¬ 
ly that my discovery had also be«m 
liiade by others, but not expressed. 
Still, the fact that iwsterlty might as¬ 
sociate tlie thimry with my name, and 
erect drinking fountains to my mem¬ 
ory. to the exclusion of others isiually 
worthy, hud to Im> ignored. The same 
thing has happene<l many a time l»e- 
fore. For Instance. Wallact* tlls«-overeil 
the theory of evolution nls>ut the. same 
time ns Darwin, Imt Darwin’s name 
has always l)een more generally usso- 
«-lnl»*d with the idea In the public mind. 
Tlieii there was the ease of Neptune, 
which was dlscovertMl by an English 
and, I think, a (»erman astronomer al-, 
most simultaneously, and the flerinan 
had the cre<ilt. .\11 I wish to say is 
that 1 did not se«‘k popularity or fame; 
1 was simply trying to impress my 
“Egoism” on tlie people. , 

But I S(K»n found that 1 need not 
illstress mysidf on that seort;. Two 
days after 1 penned what 1 thought 
was an lilea plucked simrkling fresh 
from the well of tnith. 1 liapismisl to 
read a tssik which 1 liad Iswniwed 
friViu the wlltor only an hour Isjfore 
1 wrote the article, and it was l>y my. 
side at the time 1 was writing. 1 was 
conskleraldy astonlslie<l and gratltliHl 
to find that mytluwry hadl»een already 
expressed in mueli clear»-r and loftier 
language by a man who Is allowed by 
go<Hl judges to liave l»eeu a literary 
genius, viz.. Kiclmrd .Tefferlw. 

The iMHtk I read was "Tlie Story of 
Sly Heart." which lias. 1 think, al- 
reiidS' Is'cn rt*viewtsl in the riarlon liy 
Niinquam. B»>fore dealing with my 
«-orres|H>ndents I wisli to (|Uotc a few 
passages Is'iiring on tlie alsditlon of 
Work, wtiieli pres<*nt the idea in lan¬ 
guage wlileh must eonviiHS' even tlie 
scoffers that there Is "sometliing in it." 
First, try this: 

"That twelve thousand years should 
have elapseil. and tlie human race-^- 
able to reason and to tliink. and easily 
capable of combination In immense 
armies for its own di'stnictlon—should 
still live -from hand to mouth, like cat¬ 
tle and shtHHi. like the auimais of the 
Held and the binls of the woo<l; that 
tlien* should not even lie rotifs to cover 
the children iKirn, unless tliose chil¬ 
dren lalKireil and exfigud tlieir time to 
pAy for thviu; that there nhoiild not be 
clothes. Unless, agdlu, time and lalior 
are ex|H>nded to pi-ocure tlienu that 
Lherv should not l>e even food for the 
'ehlldren of the human race, except 
they labor as their fathers did twelve 
thousand .years ago: that, even water 
should sear(s> 1 k“ ins-es»llile to them, 
unless iiald for liy lalKir! In twelve 
tliousand .vears tlie world lias not .vet 
built its(df a houia*. iior fliled a graii- 
ar.v, nor organized itself for its own 
comfort. 11 is so marvelous tliat 1 
•-annot express the wonder with which 
It fills me. ml more wonderful still, 
if that could lie. there are ptHiple so In- 
fatmitMl, or. rather, so llmitml of view, 
tliat they glory in this state of tilings, 
declaring that work Is the main object 
of man's exlstems;—work for sulisis- 
tence—and glorying In their wastetl 
. time. To argue with sucli is impossi¬ 
ble; to leave them is the only re¬ 
source." 

With the last sentence I don’t agree. 
The people must lie argued with. 
There is no other way. .Tefferles asks. 
“Why this state of things?" and an¬ 
swers tliat it is due to lack of organi¬ 
zation. and the denial that organiza¬ 
tion is possible. Tlien he goes on: 

“That selfishness has all to do with 
It I eutlndj’ deny. The human race, 
for ages uisin ages, has lieen enslaved 
by ignorance and li.v Intert'stisl per¬ 
sons, wliose nbje<-t It has is'cn to con¬ 
fine the minds of men, thereby doing 
more injury tlian if with infwte.1 
liands they purposidy Imposed disease 
on the lieads of the ]ieople. Almost 
worse than these, ami at the present 
day as injurious, are those iiersons in- 
e*>ssantly declaring, teaching and im¬ 
pressing upon all that to work Is man's 
highest (>ondltioii. Tliis-falsehoml is 
the intereste<1 superstition of an age 
infatuated with nione.v, which, having 
accuiuulateil it. cannot even expend It 
in pageantry. It is a falsehood propa- 
gatetl for the tioubtful lienefit of two 
or three out of ten thousand. It is --.e 
He of a morality founded on money 
only, and utterly outside and having 
no ‘association whatever with the hu¬ 
man lieing In Itself. Many superstl- 
tiona have been got rid of in these 
days: time It is that this, the last an^ 
worst, were eodlcated.” 

Isn't that beantifnl? When I arrived 



at this iKirtlon of the book I felt like a 
castaway on a desert island who setss 
a ship in the offing flying the Hag of 
his fathcrlund. .lefferles goes the 
whole wa.v, he believes tnat Wtirk will 
in time lieiMine alisolutely unneci's- 
sary, us will Ik* seen from the follow¬ 
ing (luotation: 

“Is ideal man, then, to be Idle? 1 
answer that, if s<i. I see iio wrong, but 
a grt'iit good. I deny altogether tliat 
idleness is an evil, or that it pnaluees 
e\d, and I am well aware why the In- 
tercstwl are so bitter against idleness, 
namely, iKvause It. gives time for 
thought, and if men had time to think 
their reign would come to an end. Idle¬ 
ness—that Is. the alisence of tlie neces¬ 
sity to work for sulislstenei*—is a great 
good.” 

I hoiM* no thoughtless iM'rsou will 
seiz<‘ on that last sentence and run' 
away with the idea that Jefferies ap¬ 
proves of the idle man of tlie present 
day who lives on the Industry of ’lis 
fellows. Jefferies bellevtHl In the So 
cialism of Idleness, and his “Egoism" 
Iniptdletl him to ctintradlct his ideal by 
wtirking to that end with all his might. 
In the following passage his noble as¬ 
pirations are expresstsl witli all his 
soulful fervor. He says: 

“1 hope succetHling generations will 
1 h‘ aide to Ik‘ idle. 1 hope that nine- 
tenths of their time will Ih> leisure 
time; and that tliey may enjoy their 
days, and the earth, and the lieauty of 
tills lieautiful world: Hint tliey may 
rest by the sea and dream: Hint they 
may dance and sing, and eat and drink. 
I will work towards that end with all 
my heart. If employment tliey 'must 
hav«^--niid tlie resthsisiiess of the mind 
will insure that some will Ih‘ followed 
—then Hiey will find scope eiioiigli in 
the pi'rfei'tlon of tlieir pliysical frames, 
ill tile eximnsloii of tlie iiiitid. and in 
Hie eiilargemeiit of tlie soul. Tliey 
sliiill not work for liread. liiit- for tlieir 
.souls. . 1 am willing to ilivide aiiii 
slnirc all 1 shall ever have for tills piir- 
[Mise. though 1 think tin- end will 
ratlier lie guiuiHl liy orgnuization than 
by sliuring nloiii'.’’ 

•'Eating? Drinking? Dancing'/" 1 
liear some one sniff- contemptuously. 
.V nice ideal. Hint, to place la-fon* the 
ptsiple; But wait, goisl I’ecksnlff. 
Wliat act' we doing now? AVliile .vou 
are tliliikliig out tlie answer to that 
question 1 will pul In one nion* quota¬ 
tion wliicli will give a iH'Bcr Idea of 
.lefferles' aspirations for the destiny 
of the liunian race. But I strongly 
advise every reader to get “The Story 
of .My Heart" and read it ail. It is Hie 
history of Jefferies' soul yeaciilugs 
'liiritig IS years of Ids life, and ns-ords 
the strenuous efforts of an original stiiil 
to burst tliroiigh theibars which have 
encagisl liiiiiiaiilty so many myriads of 
yeii,rs. and discover new spheres for 
the development of. Ine Iiuinaii soul.

Dntll we rid ourselves of the silly su¬ 
perstition tliat Work is net't'ssary to 
man's existence, we shall keeii on 
hauiiiiering at the same old ol)stacli>s 
to progress, never noUclug that In 
spite of otir eudeavora they always re¬ 
turn like the ball suspended from the 
ceiling which the pugilist punches for

The Social Democratic Party of 
America declares that life, lilierty and 
huppiness for every mau. woman and 
child are conditioned u|)on eqnal po¬ 
litical and economic rights. 

That private ownership of the means 
of' production and distribution of 
wealth has caused society to split into 
two distinct classes with conflicting 
interests, the small possessing class ot 
capitalists or exploiters of the labor 
force of others and the ever-increasing 
large dispossessed class of wage-work¬ 
ers. who are deprived of the socially- 
due share of their product. 

That capitalism, the private own¬ 
ership of the means of production, is 
respoosiblle for the insecurity of sub¬ 
sistence, the poverty, misery and deg¬ 
radation of the ever-growing majority 
of our people. 

That the same economic forces 
which have produced and now Inten¬ 
sify the capitalist system will compel 
the adoption of Socialism, the collec¬ 
tive ownership of the means of produc¬ 
tion, for the common good and 'welfare, 
or result In the destruction of civiliza¬ 
tion.
